Channel Urged as 
Drainage Project

Dormant for the past year, the long-sought Inland 
channel to Torrance was revived this week by its two prin­ 
cipal backers, C. T. Rippy and K. M. Amlreani, and sug- 
gested to the county board of supervisors a» n solution of 
the drainage problem that has troubled Gardena, KoyBtbno

and surroundljig communities 
during the past winter.

Backers Rippy and Andreanl 
sent a letter to'the county off!' 
cials asserting that the channel 
to an inland Industrial harbor 
in this vicintly would drain the 
entire area from Alondra Park 
to the sea at a cost of about 
$3,000,000.

The Improvement, It was fur­ 
ther pointed out, would cost 
considerably less than the two 
major drainage projects, now br­ 
ing considered for the depressed 
areas surrounding Torrance. Thi- 
estimated cost of those two 
works is about $2,000,000 each.
